One of W ashington’s staff, 
in his diary, related: 
“ C hristm as, 6 p.m. . . . It 
is fearfully cold and raw and 
a snow storm setting in. The 
wind is northeast and beats in 
the faces of the men. It will 
be a terrible night for the 
soldiers who have no shoes. 
Some of them have tied old 
rag s around their feet, but I 
have not heard a m an co m ­ 
plain.” 


At Trappe. 
P a., 
about 
37 
miles west of Trenton, Rev. 
Dr. 
M uhlenberg recorded in 
his diary: 
“ Last night (the 25-26th) and 
today 
we 
have 
had 
violent 
w indstorm with snow, so that 
it is impossible to come or go, 
and yet little groups of p ro ­ 
vincial 
militia 
keep 
m a rc h ­ 
ing by through this w eather 
on their way to P hiladelphia.” 
As 
a footnote, 
he added: 
“ At T rappe, the snow on the 
27th lies a floor deep and it 
is bitter cold.” 
In Bucks County, 87 years 
later, the D elaw are isn’t frozen 
but the snow m ay be a floor 
deep.

A C hristm as week storm p um ­ 
meled the Southland today with 
paralyzing snows up to 14 inch­ 
es deep and record cold. 
The storm ranging from the 
Southern plains to the Atlantic 
seaboard on the second day of 
winter brought parts of Dixie 
some of its worst winter w eath­ 
er of the century. 
The snow, ice and cold were 
blam ed for at least 45 deaths 
in

neous w eather - related causes.
